Edward Church Sues for Dam- 


ages in Behalf of His 


Three Children, left 


Motherless. 


Edward Joseph Church filed a 


complaint Saturday in federal court, 
accusing his sisters and brother of. 
bringing about the incarceration of 
his wife In an insane asylum and so 
bringing about her death prema- 
turely, and asking $5,000 damages 
for each of. his three little children. 
He also wants his relatives required 
to tell if they hava visited Chicago 
In recent years without letting him 
know, and if 
they communicated 


with his wife shortly before she was 
sent to the asylum. 


The plaintiff Is the same man who 


Friday filed suit against the same 
relatives, asking $55,000 damages for 
alleged conspiracy to persecute him, 
ruin his home and business, and turn 
his children against him. He lives 
In Chicago and the defendants In 
and around Nebraska City. In both, 
complaints he charges that their al- 
leged actions are part of a scheme to 
get him to come and work on their 
farms in Otoe county, 


Mr. Church says his wife. Clara 


Grobel Church, was' wickedly pre- 
vailed on to desert him and the three 
babies, the eldest three and a half 
years old, on March 20, 1914. and 
shortly thereafter to enter an insane 
asylum at Dunning, I1L, tho she wa* 
not iasaae and was never so ad- 
judged by a court. She returned to 
her home for two weeks before go- 
ing to Duaaing. aad because of false 
reports about her conduct, which he 
believes his relatives orisluated, he 
was induced to obtain a decree of 
separation la December. Indoor life 
and idleness at the asylum made her 
a victim of quick consumptioa. h« 
alleges, and she died December 28. 
1916.

ADOLPH HITLER IS STILL A 


FUGITIVE. 


Government of Germany Hopping 


Up Last Tracei of Monarchist 


Revolt Which Terminated 


Uninoceufnlly. 


BERLIN, NOT. 10.—With Bavarl* 


under martial law. .Gen. Erich von 
Ludendorff released on. parole an 
Adolph Hitler a fugitive, the govern 
ment today was "mopping up" th 
last vettlges of the monarchist revol 
which died aborning. 


A Munich dispatch said that Lu 


dendorff, commander of the monarch 
lit "army" who was captured yester 
day after collapse of the revolt, ha 
been released on his own recognl 
tlon. 


Hitler, leader of the uprising, wa 


wounded but was not taken prlsone 
when troops stormed the army build 
Ing where he had sought refuge. 


An official statement was issuei 


Baying both Ludendorff and Hitle 
were taken. Later this was corrected 


Under the martial law now prevail 


Ing, disturbers of the-peace are U 
able to be shot within three hours af 
ter their arrest 


Munich advices at noon said tha 


Premier von KniUing had returnee 
to hi* office and resumed the tasks 
of government. The other Bavarian 
ministers who were driven away by 
the rebels or taken prisoner by them 
have also returned to their desks 


The 
Berlin 
government 
today 


lifted the blockade which had been 
established against Bavaria. 


Leaders of the rebellion were scut- 
tling for cover today. 


Dr. von Kahr, who was announced 
as one of the new governors of 
Bavaria, issued a statement explain- 
ing 
that Ludendorff 
and Hitler 


forced him, at the point of a pistol, 
to agree to support their program, 
which Included overthrow of the 
Berlin government. 


In the fighting around the army 


building, which preceded surrender 
of Ludendorff.'ten of the rebels were 
killed. The loyalists' casualties in- 
cluded two Munich policemen dead 
and eight wounded, one soldier dead 
and ten wounded. 


The 'putsch flickered out in the 


late afternoon with an attempt on 
the structure where Ludendorff and 
Hitler sat behind their barricades. 


Two battalions of 
sturdy storm 


troops, after clearing the rebels from 
the streets around the building, car- 
ried the place by storm. The de- 
fenders were powerless to withstand 
the onslaught. 


Then came the lamentable spec- 


tacle of Ludendorff, former quarter- 
master general 
of

armies, being dragged 
from his 


refuge after failure of a coup which 
had been condemned everywhere as 
futile and treacherous.

report by the United States coal 
commission, made public here today. 
Three causes were assigned 
tor 


high prices: 


1—Increases from year to year of 


the profits of coal operators, in- 
crease in their net incomie, dividends 
and surpluses. 


2—Tremendous increases in 
the 


value of coal lands on the books of 
their owners and in 
the market, 


despite the fact that the coal 
in 


these lands is annually being de- 
pleted. 


3—Holding of vast quantities of 


coal lands Idle. The public is pay- 
ing the carrying charges on this idle 
land 


The 
commission 
recommended 


four measures, to be taken by the 
government 
and 
consumers, 
to 


prevent further anthracite price in- 
creases. 
These are: 


1—Use of substitute fuels by con- 


sumers. 


2—Complete publicity, thru a fed- 


eral agency, of operators' costs and 
profits. 


3—Prescribing of a uniform sys- 


tem of accounting for coal operators 
to prevent concealing of profits or 
delay in getting at the facts. 


4—Differential taxation 
so that 


operators who make a high rate of 
profit shaU pay heavier taxes than 
operators whose profit rate is low.

ARMISTICE 


IHENCH LAX WREATH ON THE 
TOMB OF UNKNOWN SOLDIER. 


Members 
of 
American 
Legion, 


British Legion and Representa- 


tives of Foreign Volun- 


teers Participate. 


P/vRIS, 
Nov. 10.—For the fifth 


time since the eventful day when the 
order "cease tiro" was echoed along 
the front from Vosges* to the sea, an- 
nouncing to the world that the last 
shot had been fired in the great war, 
France today celebrated the anni- 
versary of the coming of peace and 
the shattering of the military power 
of Germany. 


But it was not altogether a cele- 


bration of triumph. The people of this 
country are asking, 
especially on 


armistice day, when their real vic- 
tory will come—the day when Ger- 
many, conscious of her defeat, will 
set about paying the cost of repara- 
tions. 


In Paris the celebration had all the 


characteristics of an allied festival. 
Members of the American Legion, 
the British Legion and representa- 
tivse of the foreign volunteers in the 
French army joined with the French 
delegations in recalling the days of 
strife and the joy of November, 1918. 


President Millerand, accompanied 


by che premier and the cabinet min- 
isters, the marshals of France, head- 
ed by Foch and high officers of the 
army and navy, arrived at the Arc 
De Triomphe precisely at 11 a. m. 
and put a wreath on the tomb of the 
unknown soldier, 
who symbolizes 


France's sacrifice of one and a half 
million men. 


Following the president and his es- 


cort came delegations of veterans, 
representatives of the 
Ecole poly- 


technique, the military school of St. 
Cyr, 
the Paris firemen and the Asso- 


ciation of War Wounded, each of 
whom deposited a wreath on the 
tomb. 


The band of the Garde Eepubli- 


caine played 
the army call "Aux 


Champs".at the arrival of the presi- 
dent and the "Marseillaise" as the 
wreaths were placed in position. 


Then the troops presented arms 


and every head was bared for one 
minute's silence. All over this capital 
this minute was observed in front of 
the "Mairie" of each of the twenty- 
two arrondissements. 


Nevertheless hope persists that an 


allied conference may yet be pos- 
sible. 


It was realized that Poincare's in- 
* sistence on keeping the conference 


within the letter of the Versailles 
treaty, which the United States has 
not ratified made co-operation im- 
possible. 


The slightest intimation of a re- 


vision of the Versailles treaty would 
be a death blow to the French gov- 
ernment in the 
coming elections 


Everybody in France is asking ;jot 
how, but when, is Germany going 
to pay. Therefore an 
Indificite 


poitponement of payments such as 
would have been-possible under the 
reparations conference plan, would 
he liable to provoke an outburst in 
this country. 


Jn view of Premier 
Baldwin's 


speech last night, it is expected that 
Great Britain will make fresh pro- 
posals of a conference more in ac- 
cordance with Poincare's idea of a 
limited inquiry. 


French hopes of eventually bring- 


ing In the United States are based 
on President Coolidge's 
apparent 


desire to switch from the policy of 
isolation. French observers are con- 
fident this desire is shared by ' a 
large part of the 
people 
of 
the 
United States. 


The French feel that they made 


their attitude toward the conference 
clear 
from 
the very 
beginning, 


when their acceptance of the invita- 
tion was 
featured by 
important 


qualifications and reservations which 
made it evident that there would be 
much difficulty in getting an agree- 
ment on what the conferees were 
authorized to do and what they must 
not do. 


Erroneous accounts of the French 


acceptance, broadcast In the United 
States, created a false feeling 
.of 


optimism -which was quickly dashed 
as each move in the 
negotiations 


showed clearly that France was not 
disposed to yield an Inch.

break through the bony canal, per- 
mitting the pus to attack or to press 
upon the nerve substance.

LONDON, England. My dear 
I had better tell you a bit about 


the city of Moscow itself before go- 
ing on to its officials. 


There are one or two hotels, such 


as the Savoy and a number of guest 
houses. 
All are controlled and op- 


erated by the foreign office. 


We were taken to a guest house 


when we arrived, the home of a for- 
mer Russian actress 
ot very high 


standing. The house was a huge 
thing with tremendous rooms, some 
of them twenty feet high and thirty- 
feet long, but we did not stay there 
very long because it was so far from 
town. 


The street car service was rather 


poor, due to the overcrowding of the 
cars, and taxi rates are very hisjh. 


The Savoy is right in the center of 


things, but it is a very poor hotel. 
The place is dirty, altho not infested 
with vermin. It was badly infested a 
year ago they tell me—the restau- 
rant fierce, the service irregular and 
the price high, but it is the best ob- 
tainable. 


The soviet government is. frankly, 


not looking for tourists and they 
maintain the Savoy largely for the 
correspondents, oil men and people 
who have direct business with the 
government. They certainly do not 
try to put a false front at the Sa- 
voy. 
It would be good publicity i'or 


them to make it comfortable. 


Kremlin Covers Thirty Acres. 


The center of the soviet govern- 


ment is in the Kremlin. The Krem- 
lin covers about twenty-five to thirty- 
acres, I should think, in the center 
of the city on the highest land over- 
looking the Moscow rivei.

ized June 27. 1855. They were one 
of four Brooklyn teams from which 
was drawn the picked nine that met 
the New York picked nine in the 
summer months of 1858 at what was 
known as the Fashion race course, 
on Long Island. It was a noteworthy 
contest, for here, for the first time 
In the infant history of the game, 
gate money was taken in; here the 
first big crowd was drawn together 
and here the betting evil raised its 
head 


The picture herewith represents 


the Eckfords in the year following 
their first match with the Unions of 
Morrisania, when the Eckfords won. 
with a score of 22-8. There is no 
mistaking the dignity of the umpire 
in this picture, in fact, in all early 
views of baseball- his position k 
shown to be supreme. 


Note the confident way in which 


Frank Pidgeon (in the center) grasps 
the ball. He was one of the crack 
pitchers of the day Even the glories 
of the curve—which Pidgeon knew 
not, tho it is the basis of modern 


pitching—could not dim in the mind 
of "Father" Chad wick, the 
first 


baseball reporter, the glories of 
Frank Pidgeon's pitching aad that 
of some of his contemporaries like 
Tom Dakin, Matty O'Brien and Tom 
Van Cott. 


The Eckfords were .proud of their 


pitcher, Frank Pidgeon, just as all 
the old-time teams "had their heroes. 
There is no measuring the praise 
that used to ring from the lips of the 
ancient generation of ball fans at 
the mention of Al Spalding, one of 
the first National league pitchers, 
whose percentages for the 
years 


1872, 
1873. 1874 and 1875 were .830, 


729, .717 and .899 respectively Frank 
Pidgeon of the Eckfords, of a still

The account of Brainard' in 
a history of baseball in Cincinnati 
praises him because "he delivered a

a "swift, twisting sort of ball."

combined a good deal of head work 
with his physical exertions." 
He 


must have been expeditious, too, for 


the scribe adds that he spent little 
time "contemplating the ball."

Henry 
Ford's 
most 
enthusiastic 


backers arrange for his nomination 
EAR 


for president on a third ticket they 
admit that his candidacy is more 
piquant than formidable. The confer- 
ence called to meet at Dearborn on 
Dec. 12 will doubtless be in fine spir- 
its. Many of the delegates will be 
brimming with confidence as they ar- 
range for a 
personally conducted 


nominating convention. Only a few 
of them will reflect that third par- 
ties have always 
started with an 


abundance of emotion and that not a 
single one of them has ever had the 
pleasure of serenading its candidate 
as 
president-elect. Three ex-presi- 


dents have led .third 
party move- 


ments. 
Van Buren did so in 1848, 


Fillmore followed 
his example in 


1856 and Roosevelt made the most 
spectacular of all attemps in 1912. 
To suppose that Mr. Ford can suc- 
ceed where these men failed is to 
suppose that the country is ready for 
apolitical revolution. 


Mr. Ford is the great IF candidate. 


If half of the 
voters in both the 


democratic and the republican par- 
ties are ready to do what the half of 
two parties has never done before, 
then the Detroit manufacturer has a 
chance. If he could be nominated by 
one of the 
old parties, say -his 


friends and some who are not his 
friends, he would win hands down. 
If this is true it is the first time in 
the history of American politics that 
a man for vrhom victory seemed cer- 
tain if he could only be nominated 
did not have a large and influential 
following in one of the major par- 
ties. Not a single leader of promin- 
ence in either the republican or the 
democratic party has declared him- 
self for Henry Ford. Some of Mr. 
Ford's supporters 
may think that 


this coolness to his candidacy is due 
to the total depravity of politicians. 
They are deceived. Politicians are al- 
ways on the lookout for a winner. If 
they saw one in Henry Ford, some 
of them would espouse his cause and 
he would gain, what he now lacks 
and what he will have to have if he 
is to get anywhere in 1924—shrewd 
politicians advice and management. 


There is danger in Henry Ford's 


candidacy, but the danger is not in 
the old parties: the danger is to 
Ford. He is in peril of^another peace 
ship fiasco. Now, as *n 1914, he is 
completely 
in the 
hands of 
his 


friends. While he refuses either to 
sanction or to disavow their efforts 
on his behalf, they are going ahead 
with plans which sooner or later he 
will be compelled to approve or re- 
pudiate. Either w*ay, he is likely to 
make enemies. 
Newspaper 
com- 


ment made him somewhat ridiculous 
in 1914, there is every probability 
that it will repeat the performance 
in 1924.
